A NEW FLOCK BOOK. 


In Volume I. of the Flock Book, issued by 
the Galway Sheep. Breeders’ ety, it is 
pointed out that over half a million , or 
about one-sixth Aí the total number of sheep. 
| kept in and, are bred and rearéd in Co. 
Galway. Except in n the mountainous districts 
of Connemara, the native white bréed pre- 
dominates. The — good qualities of the 
Galway sheep have long been recognised; the 
breed is pa and for gefierations has 
proved are y suitable to local condi- 
tions. is no other breed ot white-faced 
long-woolled sheep which ean be run with 
success só thickly on the land. 
breeding purposes, Galway ewes 

ossess certain points of economic value. 

eared on light limestone soil, they are sound 
and healthy, and thrive under adverse weather 
conditions. Reine prolific and excellent nurses, 
Galway ewes are sought after by sheep 
breeders from the Midlands and Southern 
counties. 

When the ranches were divided up and 
flocks became smaller, there was a danger 
that the breed would deteriorate through ex- 
cessive crossing. Hence the establishment of 
the Flock Book. Up to that time, though no 
organised effort had been made to presetve 
the special characteristics of the breed, the 
Galway sheep is a-distinet type with good rib 
and level back, wide deep quarters, well 
fleshed, and carrying a fleece of excellent 
quality. 

It is generally recognised that improvement 
in any can be assured only by the con- 
tinuous selection of sires and dams and breed- 
ing from animals which most nearly approach 
the standard of excellence laid down for the 
breed. Ribs badly sprung, too long in the 
legs, white noses; weak jaws, narrow heads, 
bareness in the belly and neck, coarse and

This show tind sale is a splendid oppor- 
tunity to procure reliable dairy stock. There 
are two ways of getting a g herd of dairy 
cows together. The first is by purchase, the 
second by breeding them. 

For the majority of farmers the best plan 
is to buy one or two good registered cows, 
or one or two heifers, the progeny of re- 
gistered ccws, and then use only a good 
Shapely, well-bred dairy bull, and sell off 
every year oné or two. more of the unpro- 
fitablo cows, as shown by the contesting re- 
cords. Keepint milk records is now fairly 
general with all good dairy farmers, and its 
benefits are self-evident. 


RATIONS FOR DAIRY COWS. 
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In the course of a demonstration® at the 
County Fermanagh Farming Society's Show 
at Enniskillen, Mr. R. Greasen, Live Stock 
Inspector, showed how the cost of milk pro- 
duction can be reduced hy giving the dairy 
cows a proper ration. .Phe best. results, : he 
said, were obtained from a mixed and 
balanced ration, Some farmers fed all their 
cows alike, whether they yielded two or 
six gallons of milk daily. Milk is produced 
from the food that a cow digests, the rest 
being simply an expensive a dition to the 
manure heap. He had records showing how 
one cow's milk produced 755Ib, butter worth 
£56 12s. 10d. in the year, while another gave 
1301b. butter valued at £9 15s. 10d. The 
more productive cow should be fed according 
to her capacity. For such cows, something 
more is needed than a mere maintenance 
ratron. 

To discover which are the best milkers, 
Cow Testing Associations should be formed, 
and by this: means the milk yield can be 
steadily increased, and the poor milkers 
eliminated. There are now 42 Cow Testing 
Associations in Northern Ireland, and since 
their advent farmers have increased the yields 
of their herds by from 200 to 400 gallons per 
annum, 

The grading up in the cows which this 
involves also results in an improvement in the 
quality of the stores, a most important matter 
in a cattle breeding country. 


GROWTH OF COW TESTING. 
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In 1911 there were 11 cow-testing associa- 
tions in Ireland with 1.300 cows on test. On 
the Ast of March. 1925, there were. 176 cow- 
testin associationa im An Sao t with 

cows on test. 

About fifty per cent. of the farmers who 
have continued cow-testing have raised their 
sa yield by over 100 fakkons per cow. 
Others by 200 ge lions, and some by 300 gal- 
lons, While a few have just doubled their 
milk yields.

DRAINAGE PROBLEM. 


Speaking on the need for more industry 
geis: st farmers, the Most Rev. Dr. 
Gaughran, Bishop of Meath, declared re- 
cently :—Some might say, “We cannot have 
tillage on the land because wages are too 
high, and we have no market for our goods.’ 
He wished from his heart that every man 
would get a living wage—a wage that would 
enable. him to live in decent frugal comfort. 
While he said that, he also wished that every 
man getting a living wage would do an honest 
day's work. 
urning to the subject of tillage, the 

Bishop said that the objection was sometimes 
made—Tillage will not pay; we have no 
market for our goods; we cannot sell Dur 
corn Now, he continued, vou can have 
tillage, and plenty of tillage, and make it 
ay. Take the best farm in Westmeath or 
Meath of, say, 100 acres. What do you find? 
Twenty acres gone to loss. Why? For want 
of drainage. The drains have not been 
cleaned or opened for, perhaps, one hundred 
years. Now, that twenty acrea ought to be 
tilled, and by tilling it you will make it pay 
better than the best acre on the farm. What 
crops should you sow’? Root crops; potatoes, 
turnips and mangolda. What are you to do 
with these orops? Should you take them in 
to the market and sell them? No; you are 
to make your own farmyard a little factory, 
and that is the way in which you will make 
tillage

It is very important to finish cattle for the 
market.

| To-day’s Election, | 

'. To-day some 1,300,000 citizens of the 
Free State’ will have.an important oppér- 
tunity to direct the movement of public | 
affairs. They. will be able to put a lasting 
impress-on the character of the. Senate, 
whose work tonches both national 
efficiency and. national dignity at a 
thousand points. Many people predict 
that-the occasion will be neglected by tha 
incúrious mass. of [Irish. democracy and 
that to-day's total poll will be small. This 
prospect increases alike the responsibility 
and the influence of those educated citizens 
who realise:the value of the senatorial 
suffrage and are best fitted to exercise it, 
We assume. that most of them already 
have prepared their lists of nineteen 
names on a common principle of selection, 
giving careful regard to the claims of 
personal character, general ability, expert 
knowledge and distinguished service to the 
State and the Empire. It is probable that 
many thousands of such lists carry the 
same nineteen names in different sequences, 
and that, emerging from a welter of casua) 
and spasmodic voting, this more or Jess 
co-ordinated effort may have a large in- 
‘fluence upon the results of the election. 
‘To-day, therefore, all educated electors, 
male and female, ought to record their 
‘votes, They will. have no excuse for in. 
difference, and no call of business or 
pleasure must be permitted to keep them 
from the polling booth. They ought to 
vote early, because in the morning hours 
they will find plenty of elbow-room for a 
task which will engage them for at least 
‘five minutes. In the afternoon and even- 
ing the booths may be crowded with ill- 
prepared voters, wrestling with the 
problem of seventy-six names. Indeed, it 
is not unlikely that electors who take this 
risk may find themselves unable to vote at 
all; The new Senators will sit for twelve 
years and will be a considerable charge: 
upon. the public purse. They will be 
either a credit or a discredit to the State. 
They will save it from bad laws or will 
¢onspire in such laws. They willbe the 
‘servants of the nation or of political 
cliques. Torddy the electors can decide 
these matters ; ‘aftetwards they will be 
powerless. To every r, therefore; who 
is*an. elector for the Senate, we say this 
morning: Do not fail to vote; vote early; 
‘and remember that your vote may help to 
protect or to ruin your country’s medical 
schools and hospitals.

More heat than light was generatéd’ in 
_the discussion at the Wicklow County 
Council yesterday on the. : question 
whether the people of Bray should be 
free to call their tom -by ‘the name 
which it has borne for centuries - or 
whether they are to have forced upon 
them, at the bidding of outsiders, a hfbriú 
substitute to which they object. Possibly 
it was the consciousness of a poor case 
that led Mr. Fahy, the Secretary of the. 
Gaelic League, to indulge in the over- 
strained statement that)a continuance of 
the name of Bray would be “taken as a 
set-back to the nation by the enemies of 
the country, and ‘as a blow against what 
the present Government stood for—the 
Gaelic revival.” If the nation had no 
worse set-backs to fear and the Govern- 
ment and the Gaelic revival no fiercer 


be acclaimed as a new Utopia. There 
is no dispute as to what are the wishes of 
the inhabitants of the town. In spite of 
the formal change to-Bri Chualann it 
remained Bray to them, and Bray it 
will continue for the prattical purposes 
of life, though its railway station and 
post office are labelled to the bewilderment 
of strangers “Bri (Bray). To ‘make 
the difference between an. “i” and an 
“ay.”’ the oceasion of a full-dress battle 
is no more likely to improve the prestige | 
of the Free State ‘than the feuds of the 
sectarians who fought so furiously over a 
diphthong benefited the early Church. Qut- 
siders at least will regard the controversy 
as more adapted to the philosophers of 
Laputa than to the citizens of a modern 
State hard put to keep its feet in the 
backwash of a world-wide economic up- 
heaval.

Bankrupt Guardians. 


The Ministry of Health has deci.ed upon 
a most interesting scheme to deal with 
the recalcitrant West Ham Board of 
Guardians. When all their moneys «re 
exhausted in ten days’ time the Guardians 
will not be permitted to handle any more 
ublic funds, and vouchers for relief in 
ind will be issued b- the Ministry. The 
action of the Ministry is without precedent, 
but so is the action of the Guardians ; 
and, while it is quite conceivable that the 
course taken is not stri¢tly legal, it wil! 
have the full support of the Government 
and of the House of Commons, il neces- 
sary. The Guardians have been spending 
twenty thousand pounds a week, but this 
is to be reducéd to fifteen thousand, mean- 
ing a considerable reduction in the’ “scale 
of relief in the district, where men out 
of work receive higher pay than those in 
employment. The experiment is interest- 
ing, because sevoral other boroughs are 
avproaching the bankrupt state of West 
Ham. and the Ministry may have to take 
similar steps in such places.

Empire Food Campaign 


The Conservative Party is about to open 
a great campaign on Dominion preference 
with the development of inter-Empire 
trade, and this will be carried on through- 
out the aptumn.

Many meetings in 
the country havo been arranged, with 
notable speakers, from the Prime Minister 
downwards, and a feature of every meeting 
will be the presence of a special lecturer, 
who will be provided with special boxes 
of Empire food products A number f 
meetings have been held in Lancashire 
recently in support of Empire products, 
and the result has been a great increase 
in the demand.

(Once again the Postmaster-Genera]l ,has 
issued a warning notice concerning the 
legal obligation of those possessing wire- 
less apparatus to provide themselves with 
a licence. At the opening of the Exhibi- 
tion of Wireless Apparatus ‘at the Albert 
Hall last Saturday it: was stated that 
listeners-in wete estimated to number ten 
millions. This figure is probably arrived 
at by eckoning that every set is used by 
more than one person. If we assume that 
the total is apecosinately correct and that 
four people listen at every set, the total 
is even then a million more than the 
number cf licences issued. As the Post- 
master-General now. makes the definite 
statement chat hé proposes in future ‘o 
institute proceedings in cases coming to 
his knowledge in which wireless sets are 
installed or used without licences, some 
of the poachers may pay up. | 


British Capital Ships. 


The British Navy’s margin of ‘capital 
ships will soon be considerably reduced 
owing to the effects of the Washington 
Conference and the delay in construction. 
Four great ships—King George’ V., Ajax, 
Centurion and Thunderer—are to be 
scrapped in 1927, when. the - battleshi, 
Nelson and Rodney will come into use. 
The four scrapped vessels will be replaced 
by four vessels of the Iron Duke class. 
which will then go into reserve with re- 
duced crews, It is expected that there 
will then be only four capital ships in b I 
commission. The prospect in naval circles 
is not regarded with any degree ot 
equanimity, and the desirability of speed 
ing up the construction programme wil! 
be brought before the Government. 


New Japanese Ambassador.
